“ DECLINED W.TH THANKS.” 
w as O nce 
H ow L ongfellow ’s “ E xcelsior 
Sent B ack to H im . 
L ingfellow's " Excelsior" is said to have 
had a wider circulation than any other 
poem ever written. It has passed through 
innumerable editions, and been translated 
into almost every language of the civilized 
world. One of the poet’s biographers, who 
learned it from the poet's lips, has toid how 
I the poem came to be written ; hut an inter­ 
esting cireumstance, anticipating its intro­ 
duction to the world’s admiration, is here 
for the first time made public. In 1839-10 
I was editor of the Ladies' Companion, a 
monthly magazine published in New York 
by an ignorant, profane, conceited fellow, 
whom I had indiscreetly engaged to serve 
by letter, without previous sight or knowl­ 
edge of him. He had a staccato stutter, 
which—as his impetuous nature led him to 
talk with great rapidity—punctuated his 
speech in a very distressing way, the ac­ 
companying contortions of his counten­ 
ance increasing the peculiar effect. 
I 
learned on entering his service that 
Longfellow, then but a literary fledgling, 
had agreed to furnish the Companion 
with occasional short poems at the 
rate ot $14 each; and one morning 
as I entered the office in William 
street the publisher hailed me from his 
desk near the door with : " L-l-1 look here, 
I I-------: s s-s-see what a d-d-d-d----d piece 
of nonsense Longfellow has sent m e! 
J-j j just listen to this.” Then he pro­ 
ceeded to read the first stanza ot the poem, 
his indignation and his oft recurring stut­ 
ter uniting in a display of elocution the 
like of which, we may safely presume, the 
lyric has never since been the subject of. 
But it was on the word " Excelsior.” of the 
the meaning of which he had not the 
slightest conception, that he vented the full 
volume of his wrath. Pronouncing it 
“ Ex-shell-shor !” he uttered it with an ex­ 
pression of withering contempt. “ There,” 
he said (I omit the s uttering), “ did you 
ever hear anything equal to that? Now 
just listen to another verse!” Then he 
¡ read the second stanza ar he had done the 
first, and, passionately folding the manu­ 
script, said: “ I wonderif Longfellow thinks 
be can gouge $14 out of me for such a 
piece of d 
d trash as that? I’m not 
such a fool, I can tell him, and I'll send it 
back and give him a piece of my mind.” 
That was all I heard of the poem at that 
time. No doubt he did send it back im­ 
mediately, inclosed in on insulting letter, 
and if Longfellow, like Keats, had been the 
victim of a morbid sensibiiity, that could 
be wounded to the death by harsh criti­ 
cism, he might have suppressed the poem, 
and the world have lost a treasure.—The 
Critic.

SOLDIER-.’ HOM E. 
The B oard of M anagers W in Visit the 
Coast to Select a Site. 
W ash in g to n . April 26th— [Special.]—Cnp- 
tain William Blanding, ofSan Francisco, a 
member of the Board of Managers of the 
National Soldiers' Home (appointed in the 
bill passed by Congress at the last session 
establishing a new home west of the Rockv 
Mountains), arrived here vesterdsv froiii 
Fortress Monroe. The National Board of 
Managers met in New York on the 19th 
instant and adjourned to Fortress Monroe. 
At the meeting in New Y'ork Blanding ex­ 
plained the controversy over the selection 
of a site for the Home in California, and 
gave the Managers an idea of the expendi­ 
tures already made at the State Home at 
Yountsviile. which is offered as the site for 
the National Home. After a full discus­ 
sion of the subject the Board decided that 
it would be impracticable to finally decide 
upon a silo to! the Home until the mem­ 
bers of the Board had an opportunity to 
examine the various places offered by dif­ 
ferent parties in the State. The Board has 
agreed to leave the first week in September 
for California to select a site for the Home. 
To-lay General Franklin and Captain 
Blanding called upon the President to ask 
him to accompany the Board on its visit to 
the coast next fal l. Blanding assured the 
President that if he would visit California 
he would receive a warm reception. He 
said that, if the President wished it, he 
would he received without any pyrotech­ 
nics, fuss or feathers, and that ali lie need 
do to satisfy the people would be to shake 
hands with the Democrats of tlie coast, 
who were anxious to greet a Democratic 
President. 
Cleveland replied that he should like 
above all things to visit California, but the 
distance to be traveled was so great that he 
doubted his ability to make the journey. 
He expressed his desire to have good fish­ 
ing on his summer vacation, and Blanding 
promised him, if he would visit the coast, 
to give him finer piscatorial sport than he 
had ever had before. The President suid he 
felt greatly tempted by the offer, but he 
would not finally promise to accept the 
invitation. 
BEERY BLOW HARD.S. 
Alleged Sanguinary Inteutious of San 
Franeisro A narchists. 
Chicago, April 26th.—The Daiiy tiens 
says: A specific organization of Socialists, 
known as the Red Internationals, or the 
International Workmen Association, exists 
on the Pacific coast. This organization 
was founded in San Francisco in 1885, and 
it is learned that the members are even 
more radical than our Anarchist friends 
here, and contemplate a general massacre 
in 1889. In a card issued to the members, 
their “ head center” says: “ With our 
present 100,OK) American Socialists, forci­ 
ble action is impossible: with 400 000 
(which the next panic will give us, if we 
manage wisely) we hold the game in our 
own hands. We have perhaps until 1889 
in which to perfect our plans. That year, 
in Europe, will bring results, and in Amer­ 
ica, if figures lie not. another panic, greater, 
deeper and more widespread than the pre­ 
ceding ones, will be upon us.

State O fficials E xperience a Rough Trip 
in the W est. 
TorEKA (Kan.), April 26th.—A special 
train arrived on the Rock Island road at 3 
1*. m . to-day, having 011 board a party of in­ 
jured men from Horton.

THE GREAT BUDDHA. 


A G igantic M ass of G old that Is W or­ 
shiped in Japau. 
The temple of Dai-Doutsou (the great 
Buddha) seems a temple built for fun—an 
enormous joke to amuse the faithful. 
Th¡3 “ Great Buddha" has only a head 
and shoulders, at least ninety-five feet high : 
he seems to be rising froni the depths of 
the earth, with his neck stretching up like 
some one making a painful effort to strug­ 
gle out of the ground. He alone fills all 
his temple, and his curling hair touches its 
roof.One reaches him. just as all the gods are 
reached, hv a series of stairways, porticos 
and courts. From the gate of the sanctu­ 
ary one cannot very well explain to oneself 
at the first glance what is that hillock of 
gold, that shapeless mass in front (the 
shoulders of Buddha). It is only after­ 
ward, when you look tip very high, that 
you see far above you the colossal gilded 
face, the huge-fixed eyes gazing down upon 
you from the hight of ninety feet with 
idiotic placidity. 
I find myself making this pilgrimage at 
the same time as a good-natured Nippon 
family of country people, who have come 
to the Holy City for the first time, and the 
good folks, especially the ladies, cannot get 
over the idea of seeing so big a god ; and 
there are cries of “ Ah !" and “ Oh !"—ex­ 
clamations of surprise—little screams and 
little laughs. No, really ! this Buddha is 
just too funny, with his stork-neck and his 
stupid air—tunny as any of those snow­ 
men which urchins make at the corners of 
the streets—funny as some enormous cari­ 
cature made to order by little children, 
And there the little country family are all 
laughing right under the god’s nose—laugh­ 
ing till the tears roll dovn their cheeks, 
and the other visitors, and even tlie guard­ 
ian bonzes themselves, also laugh to sec 
them laugh. Then they all look at me to 
see bow I feel about it. and I have to laugh 
too—can't possibly help it. What a coun­ 
try this Japan, where everything is oddity 
and contrast! Who could ever imagine 
that this frivolous little temple, with its 
reverence* and its eternal laugh, could have 
lived through centuries locked up in such 
ferocious mystery, and have given birth to 
those thousands' of other temples, with 
their monsters and their hobgoblins? 
By the payment of two cents one is priv­ 
ileged to make the round of the great 
Buddha—one ascends bv aseries of sloping 
plank galleries, placed at a very steep angle, 
on which you can pass behind the head of 
the colossus a litile above the nape of the 
neck. I advance upon it. still accompanied 
by the voyaging family ; the sloping way is 
slippery, old, broken through here and 
there, worm-eaten—the ludies very nearly 
fall. I put out my hand to help them, anil 
then we become good friends right away. 
Behind the enormous head, in a dark nook, 
an old bonze is squatting down—tor one 
cent he shows us a suit of armor and a war 
mask which once belonged to the great 
Taiko-Sama—and then he throws open for 
our benefit sundry very ancient idol closets 
in which animal-headed divinities are con­ 
served and various relics of weird aspect. 
There we do not laugh any more. 
In the court of this temple is the most 
monstrous of all the bells of Kioto—at least 
seven or perhaps eight yards around. It is 
rung by means of an enormous beam tipped 
with iron—a sort of battering-ram suspend­ 
ed horizontally with ropes. 
For two cents extra one has the right to 
experiment with it. I harness myself to 
the pulling-straps, a circle is formed around 
me and children run up. Even two or 
three young girls come behind me to take 
hold, bothering me a great ileal, pulling 
the wrong way half the time, bursting into 
fits of laughter. The united strength of the 
three is almost equal to the power of three 
good kittens. 
Meanwhile the battering-ram begins to 
yield ; gradually it begins to swing. Boom, 
boom! A sound awful, cavernous, and 
prolonged into mighty orchestral vibra­ 
tions, which must be heard through the 
whole of the sacred city. 
Then tho audience iss* happy—delirious 
with joy—can't get enough ot it ; every one 
laughs: everyone is ia ecstacy.—New Or­ 
leans Tivvcs-Democrat's Translation from the 
French.

The Annual Health Report for the city 
of Lynn, Mass., for )886, shows that the 
disposal of night soil by composting for ac­ 
count of the city has paid a clear profit ol 
$2,170 25, in the year just closed. The salí 
of house garbage lias yielded only one-third 
of the cost of collection, or $2 090 20, in 
cousequence of insufficient demand in sea­ 
son of greatest production, the summer, 
Two-thirds of the ashes and rubbish has 
been sold at 19 cents a load, realizing 
$1.041. But after all, the composting it 
seems mu-1 he given up, as an intoleraih 
nuLance lo the neighborhood wuete it w: s 
performed. This shows tiiat the excellent 
health management of Lvnn is not in­ 
formed of the magical defecating power o! 
dry soil. Set the composting laboréis tc 
sifting and drying soil (good soil) and 
spreading it in alternate layers witii the 
night soil as fust as it is dumped—the lay­ 
ers respectively say two inches ar.d one 
inch thick, or in some such re- 
ative proportion—and we dare promise 
your honorable Board that there will be nc 
stench, no " composting,” and no night soil 
left, but only better and better swee> gar 
den earth, to be redried and used over and 
over in the same way, until it will becomt 
the best fertilizer ever known, being in facl 
perfected plant foot!, ripe for immediate ab­ 
sorption, as no mere manure, of course, can 
be. What is more, the wasted two-third! 
of garbage can go through the same mill o 
Nature with the same profitable result, and 
probably some of your ashes may l>e mixed 
with advantage in the final fat product- 
but, mind you, not before.

THE HEW TREATMENT FOR CONSUMP­ 
TION. 


It has been a favorite theory in m edi­ 
cal science that if right remedies coaid be 
safely applied to the diseased surfaces of 
the lungs, consumption could lie cured. 
The French claim to have discovered the 
method of this application, and experi­ 
ments made iu American cities give it the 
countenance of strong probability. 
“ Hy­ 
drogen sulphide is an antiseptic for blood 
(Kjisoning,” says an authority, “ hut applied 
to the arterial system largely, produces 
death.” 
The French discovery consists of 
treatm ent by enema by which the agent 
employed acts upon the veins, and is 
thrown off by the act of respiration. W hen 
the method was reported from the French 
faculty some months ago, the statem ent 
was received with a great deal of incredul­ 
ity, but according to the New York Tii- 
trunc patients have l»een treated by gaseous 
enem ata in New Orleans, Buffalo, Chicago 
and Philadelphia with success; and it 
adds: 
In every ca-c consumptives in an advanced 
stage of the disease have been cx;»erimented 
upon, and without exception w ith favorable re­ 
sults. In the Chicago case there was au im m e­ 
diate reduction of pulse and tem jierature, a m a­ 
terial dim inution of expectoration and a cessa­ 
tion of night sweats ; and in the other instances 
au equal improvement in the sym ptom s is re­ 
corded. 
In Philadelphia the enem ata have 
been applied in 100 cases, and while the sur­ 
geons oi tlie Home for Consumptives, the Ger­ 
man Hospital and the University Hospital hold 
conservative views of the therapeutic value of 
the treatm ent, their judgm ent on the whole is 
m arkedly favorable to it. 
It is not claimed by the French physician 
who discovered its uses and safety, nor by 
those who have since adopted it, th at it is 
a specific in advanced cases of the disease, 
but that it affords great relief, w hile in the 
early stages of a case the disease may be 
eradicated. 
The gas used is a m ixture of 
carbonic acid and sulphuretted hvdrogen. 
The instrument used for administering the 
remedy, according to the Polyclinic, quoted 
by the Trilune,has been devised by a P hil­ 
adelphia surgeon, and closely resembles 
that used by Dr. Bergson in Lyons origin­ 
ally. 


The experiments made must l>e based 
upon authenticated formulas, and most of 
the European and American hospital sur­ 
geons now have accurate knowledge of the 
proportions of the gases, and the necessary 
steps to be taken and precautionary guards 
to be employed. 
In Terre H aute, Indiana, 
in the present month, the ease of a Mr. 
day, a “nailer,” was treated. To all apjiear- 
ances he was fast failing under consump­ 
tion, or what is known as “ nailers’ con­ 
sumption.

Senator and Mrs. Stanford were 
the next to greet the newly-married jiair, 
and they then passed down the aisle to tlie 
measures of the Mendelssohn “ Wedding 
March," H . M. Bosworth presiding at the 
organ. The bridal parly were driven to 
the Crocker family residence, where a 
breakfast was spread at which only the im ­ 
mediate members of the family sat down. 
There wa3 no reception owing to the fact 
that the family is in mourning. The wed­ 
ding presents were exceedingly numerous, 
and of the richest character. 
The wedding dress of the bride was com­ 
posed of a court train of white satin with 
deep flounces of point de Venice lace, fes­ 
tooned with vines and orange blossoms, 
giving the train a lovely effect. The front 
of the robe was covered with rare old lace, 
combined with a uuique trim m ing of silver 
crystal in festoons on the skirt. Knots of 
orange blossoms connected the front with 
the train. The corsage was cut in Henry 
IV. style, trimmed with lace to match the 
skirt. A beautiful vine of orange blossoms 
extended across the corsage from the right 
shoulder to the waist, terminating in long 
sprays. The sleeves of the bodice were 
slightly jmffed at the shoulders and ex­ 
tended below the elbow, and were finished 
with a fall of lace holding a tiny bouquet 
of orange blossoms. 
The family residence was decorated with 
flowers in profusion and richness surpass­ 
ing anything of tlie kind preceding it. and 
are spoken of by those who saw them as 
marvels of the florist’s art. and for origi­ 
nality of designing as striking as they were 
exquisitely beautiful. The Bulletin, speak­ 
ing of the floral decorations at the church, 
says: “ Festoons and garlands of flowers 
were everywhere, and the sweet, rare per­ 
fume of the blossoms filled the air.

The ‘‘big trees” of the inte­ 
rior valleys, the Sequoia gigantea, gave of 
their foliage for the evergreen festoons, 
pending in overfolding lines of ereen from 
the many Gothic arches of the interior. 
Long pendants of calla lilies mingled with 
the evergreens. 
At the front and about 
the sides of the church tail fern brakes 
from the mountain canyons formed a wain­ 
scoting, with red camellias here and there, 
like rosettes, holding the brakes in place. 
But in the chancel and altar was centered 
the floral display. No bride ever stood iu 
the midst of more beautitul blossoms. 
The chancel and altar rails were hidden in 
banks of roses of La Marque, cloth of 
gold. La France 
and 
other 
varieties 
that only a rose expert could enum er­ 
ate. The step of the altar where the bridal 
pair were to kneel was satin covered. Below 
the rose-banked altar rail white blossoms 
filled the spaces of and above, depending 
from a cord, stretched across the channel, 
were sprays of sm ilax banging close to­ 
gether, so as to form a most delicate cur­ 
tain or veil. Just at the gate behind which 
the clergyman was to stand, the veil of 
smilax was parted, and behind, at the altar, 
tapers in candelabros could be seen burn­ 
ing. Above there was a large urn made of 
Eucharist flowers, holding large sprigs of 
La France roses. On either side were 
three vases made of roses and other flow­ 
ers, and beyond them, at the sides, the 
spaces were screened with barriers of white 
stock flowers. All the window sills were 
banks of flowers, in some wild azaleas, in 
others hawthorne. 
marigolds, gladiolus 
and lilies. The general effect was exquis­ 
ite. In no other laud than sunny Califor­ 
nia could such a floral display have been 
made. Three days were spent in design­ 
ing and arranging"the display.” 
The Port, of yesterday, says of the dis­ 
play of flowers at the church : 
" The dec­ 
orations were pronounced by all who saw 
them to be the most elaborate, beantifnl 
and original ever seen in California. The 
work ot placing the flowers in position was 
cl no small magnitude, having occupied 


several ladies and their assistants since 
twelve o’clock last night. 
Many thousand 
of small flowers and roses were used in the 
decoration, 
beside 
five thousand calla 
lilies and two hundred yards of sm ilax fes­ 
tooning.” 
At the conclusion of the wedding break­ 
fast, Mr. and Mrs. Alexander were driven 
to the ferry landing, and, crossing.to Oak­ 
land, occupied the car ‘’California,” and 
came on to Sacramento unattended, arriv­ 
ing here at 8 o’clock. They proceeded at 
once to Mr. Crocker's residence in this city, 
and installed themselves as tem porary pro­ 
prietors of the elegant mansion. They 
will rem ain in Sacramento several days, 
and will go hence to New York, after first 
visiting San Francisco. They will hold no 
reception here, for the reason previously 
stated.

H o n g H i's R e la tiv e * . 
Chinese residents of this city say that the 
father, brother and uncle of Hong Hi, the 
St. John murderer, are all in this city, or 
have been within a few days. Whatever 
the Chinese elsewhere think of the mur­ 
derer, there are several here who are keep­ 
ing a close watch for him, and will sur­ 
render him if he is found. It is said that 
Di did not leave Hr. Dillons ranch for 
two days after the tragedy, having returned 
there that evening after making a show of 
endeavoring to escape by means of a boat. 
He visited Chinamen at night for food, and 
lay concealed in the hay during the day 
time. When the coast was clear he went 
to another hiding place. The Sacramento 
Chinamen say that the father of Hong Di is 
willing to give him up, to save trouble, but 
the uncle will not listen to it, and is doing 
all he can to save him. Holding this be­ 
lief, they think Hong Di is now not far 
from Sacramento. The uncle, they say, 
did not come to Sacramento on the cars, 
and, therefore, must have drove down, an J 
if he did so, he is apt to have brought Hong 
Di with him, a portion of the way at least. 
The uncle, when in the vegetable business 
at Chico and vicinity, had a line spring 
wagon, in good condition, for which he 
paid $250, and drove a team consisting of a 
white horse and a “ yellow’ ” one, both 
pretty fair animals. The wagon is painted 
of a greenish color. The owner and driver 
is noticeable because of his having lost an 
eye. If the Celestial watchers can learn 
that this rig is or has been at any of the 
China ranches in this vicinity thev will feel 
that they are on the track of the fugitive. 
Race H orses in D ispute. 
W. B. Todhunter is the defendant in a 
suit begun in the Superior Court at San 
Francisco by T. F. Lynch and William T. 
Kelly, who seek to recover possession of 
the race-horscs Moonlight, Tom Atchison, 
Jou Jou, Plato and Arthur H., or their 
alleged value, $11,500, and $2,500 damages. 
As the cause for the suit the plaintiffs say 
that they gave the horses to defendant as 
security for $1,381, they alleging that the 
defendant agreed to return the horses upon 
the repayment of the money. The money, 
instead of being paid to plaintiffs, was to 
have been expended in certain improve­ 
ments. Of the amount $1,384 was to lie 
considered a joint loan, and $435 was to be 
considered as loaned to Lynch alone. On 
the 21st instant, plaintiffs say, they ten­ 
dered the amount loaned to defendant, 
who thereupon refused to part with the 
horses. Some horse men of the city who 
were s[>eaking of the matter yesterday 
stated that there was an attachment against 
the horses some time ago for an indebted­ 
ness of $700, and Kelly and Lynch went to 
Todhunter, to whom ibey were indebted, 
and advised him to have’the attachment 
taken off, train the animals and make 
what he could out of them. They gave 
hitu a bill of sale in the sum of $.'¡,400, and 
it is upon the strength of this documeut 
that he holds the property.

Suit fur D am ages. 
D. J. .Simmons, of this city, through his 
attorney. Add. <’. Hinkson, commenced 
suit in the Superior Court yesterday against 
the Southern Pacific Company, to recover 
damages in the sum of $20,000. The com­ 
plaint alleges that while he was a passen­ 
ger for Sacramento from Stockton in Sep­ 
tember, 1885, in the night time, the head­ 
light of the engine became extinguished, 
and subsequently the train was brought to 
a stop with such suddenness that he was 
thrown through the door to the platform of 
the ear. and, striking against the iron rail­ 
ing of the platform, received injuries to 
the back of his head, neck and spine which 
caused him to be confined to his bed for a 
long time, during which he suffered “ great 
physical and mental pain and agony," and 
“ paid out large sums for nursing, medical 
attendance and medicine,” and was unable 
to transact business. He claims that he is 
still suffering great mental and physical 
pain, is disqualified from transacting busi­ 
ness and his injuries are permanent. 
Is A gain.—Yesterday morning officer 
McLaughlin arrested a man who had been 
trying to sell a large bundle of clothing, 
including a coat and vest, underclothes, 
socks, etc.. at a second-hand store, the cir­ 
cumstances being such that the officer be­ 
lieved the articles had been stolen, espe­ 
cially as there was included a towel mat ked 
“Pacific Hotel.” The prisoner proved to 
be Janies Higgins, who with D. H. Holmes 
was arrested last fall for stealing property 
from passenger cars at the depot, and sen­ 
tenced to ninety days in the county jail. 
Among the articles found in his possession 
was a dice box. containing a set ot dice, 
and also some shells, for use in the “shell 
game" played by sure-thing operators to 
fleece unwary greenhorns.

AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 
Changes in the Premium Lists—American 
Rules to Govern Races. 
The meeting of the Directors of the 
State Agricultural Society at the Pavilion, 
last evening, was attended by Directors 
Shippee, Laltue, Green, Hancock, Chase 
and Singletery. The arranging of a pre­ 
mium list for the coming fair occupied 
nearly the entire evening. That of last 
year was adopted with a few additions and 
changes. 
All animals in the roadster class, two- 
year-old and over, must be shown in har­ 
ness. The same rule applies to standard 
trotters. 
Three additional prizes will be offered 
for mules. 
The number of cattle exhibited by one 
breeder must not exceed 25 head in each 
class. T wo prizes are offered for milch 
cows. 
Merino sheep will be classed as French 
and Spanish, and lour cash prizes offered 
for each. 
In the goat department second prizes, 
half of first, are offered in each class. 
A special premium is off ered for carrier 
pigeons to take flight from the Park. Sev­ 
eral additional cash prizes are made in the 
mechanical departments. 
The Third Department remains the same 
as last year. Several additional premiums 
were given for Berkshires. 
For the best and largest display of grain 
in the sheaf, not less than 40 sheafs and 10 
varieties of grain, sheafs to be not less than 
10 inches in diameter—first premium, $40 ; 
second, $20; third, $10. It is not incum­ 
bent on exhibitor to raise this grain, but he 
will be required to name locality and 
grower of each variety. 
- 
The county exhibits will remain as they 
were last year. 
Fruit and vegetables must be named by 
variety, and entered not later than Tues­ 
day, the 13th of September. Exhibitors 
will be allowed to replenish with fresh 
fruit of the same variety up to Tuesday, 
September 19th. 
Director Chase offered the following, 
which was adopted: 
“ There shall be 
awarded to the owner of the sire whose 
get shall make the best average perform­ 
ance in the races for trotting foals, two, 
three and four-year-olds, iu 18.87,1888 and 
1889, the grand gold medal of the Califor­ 
nia State Board of Agriculture, the actual 
cost of which shall not be less than $200.” 
The following was added to the rules : 
“ Institutions fostered and aided by the 
State are prohibited from competing for 
premiums against individuals at.d private 
firms.” 
Another rule wa> changed so as to read : 
“ As soon as the Judges pass upon and 
award the premium, they shall there and 
then attach the proper ribbon.” 
The tickets will admit a gentlemun and 
lady and all children under 15 years of age. 
The letting ol Pavilion privileges and 
the contracting fjr hay and straw was re­ 
ferred to the President'and the Sacramento 
Directors. 
Unon motion of Director Green, it was 
resolved that the trotting races this season 
should he governed by the American rules, 
instead of those of the National Associa­ 
tion as heretofore. 
The Superintendents were named, as fol­ 
lows : Park and stock grounds, Christopher 
Green; thoroughbred horses, Hancock and 
Singletery ; horses of all work and dtaft- 
horses, Finigan and Singletery ; roadsters, 
Singletery and Green; ' standard trotters, 
Hancock and Chase ; to segregate standard 
trotters, Green and Hancock; saddle horses, 
Finigan and Singletery ; sweepstakes. Sin­ 
gletery, Shippee and Cox ; cattle, Carr and 
Cox ; sheep, Green and Hancock; Angora 
goats, swine and poultry, Hancock and 
Chase; Pavilion, La Rue, except the art 
gallery, which will be under the superin­ 
tendency of Norton Bush. 
The following liberal purses will be given 
for pacing: Free for all, $800 ; 2:30 class, 
$000. For trotting the following are an­ 
nounced : Three-minute class, $800 ; 2:40 
class, $1,000 ; free for all, $1,200 ; 2:17 class, 
$1,20(i; 2.20 class, $1,200 ; 2:23 class,$1,000; 
2:25 class, $1.000 ; 2:27 class, $1,000. In ad­ 
dition thereto is tbe trotting stakes, already 
closed, viz: The Occidental stake, the two, 
three and four-year-old stakes. 
The Board adjourned to the call of the 
chair.

AN ENCAMPMENT. 
The Uniformed Rank of Knights of I’yth- 
las to Camp in Sacramento. 
A committee representing the uniiormed 
rank of the Knights of Pythias, a semi­ 
military organization, appeared before the 
Directors of the State Board of Agriculture 
last evening to arrange for their first an­ 
nual encampment. They stated that if the 
Board of Directors would guarantee them 
a sufficient sum of money to be used in 
otlering cash premiums, they would hold 
the Encampment in this city during the 
time of the holding of the State Fair, and 
their exhibition drills would be held at 
Agricultural Park under direction of the 
Directors of the Association. The Encamp­ 
ment would last for five days, and from 300 
to 500 uniformed men would be in attend­ 
ance. There are upwards of 30 divisions 
in the State and if suitable encouragement 
was held out it would be a grand success 
and a pleasing feature of tbe State Fair. 
Three prizes should be offered for competi­ 
tive drills, and one to encourage those com­ 
ing from long distances, and another for 
the division that lias the largest representa­ 
tion. The committee said they believed 
the divisions at San Diego, Los Angeles, 
Modesto, Santa Cruz, San Jose, "Watson­ 
ville, Santa Rosa, Oakdale, Pasadena, Riv­ 
erside, Stockton. San Francisco, San Ber­ 
nardino and other points would be repre­ 
sented. They proposed one day to have a 
grand parade at the park in which they 
would be aided by tbe military. 
Director Green moved to give them 
$750, and let the committee divide it up 
into prizes to suit themselves. The com­ 
mittee was of the opinion that they should 
be allowed $1,000. 
The Board took the matter under advise­ 
ment and will decide within the next few 
days what they will do in the premises. 
All are of the opinion that it will be a 
drawing card.

AGAIN REHIND THE BARS. 
T. C. Casey, the Escape from the County 
Jail, Recaptured Near Brighton. 
About 10:30 a. m. yesterday Sheriff Drew 
received a dispatch from F. \V. Menke, of 
Brighton township, stating that a man ex­ 
actly answering the description of Casev, 
the burglar who escaped from the county 
jail Monday morning, had been seen at the 
MeDke ranch. The Sheriff immediately 
responded with a request that the man be 
arrested, adding that he would himself 
proceed to Brighton as quickly as possible. 
He at once telephoned for his buggy, and, 
accompanied by Deputy Sheriff" Drew, 
hastened to the locality mentioned. A 
short distance beyond Brighton he met a 
buggy containing four men, three on the 
seat and one in behind, while another man 
on horseback acted as escort. His surmise 
that Casey had been taken proved correct,for 
the man in the center of the seat proved to 
be that individual, and the others his cap­ 
tors, headed by Constable Wm. Fey. The 
Sheriff remarked, “ Good morning, Mr. 
Casey; I’m glad to see you!” to which 
Casey responded, “ I guess you’re a d 
-n 
sight gladder than I am to see you.” He 
was without coat or hat, his clothing drip­ 
ping with water, and was shivering with 
cold and depression of spirits. Returning 
to Brighton he was invited by the Sheriff 
—who also invited “all hands,” and felt 
sufficiently pleased to extend the courtesy 
to a whole city—to take something to warm 
him, and a few fingers of Perkins’ bever­ 
age cheered him up. It transpired that the 
Constable and several others surrounded 
the field where the fugitive had concealed 
himself, and when the officer came upon 
him, lying in the grass, lie broke for the 
American river and plunged in, with the 
desperate intention of trying toswim across. 
Fey fired two shots to intimidate him, and 
when he threatened to shoot to hit Casey 
surrendered, returned to shore and 
was secured. 
Evidently he had met 
friends after he left the jail, for he had 
been furnished with a laborer’s shirt ot 
coarse striped material to replace the white 
one in which he escaped. He had not op­ 
portunity to further change his appear­ 
ance, the strict watch kept by the ¡Sheriff 
and his deputies Monday and Monday 
night upon a house in which the fugitive 
might be expected to receive aid and com­ 
fort having doubtless prevented his being 
assisted to the extent desired. There is 
reason to believe, however, that arrange­ 
ments were made to leave supplies for him 
at some place near Brighton. Casey in­ 
formed the Sheriff that he had not had 
anything to eat since he left jail, and when 
the Sheriff suggested that he had not been 
able to connect with the articles left for 
him by two ladie9, he evinced considerable 
curiosity to learn more about them, and 
smilingly said they must have been kind- 
hearted. He said to Mr. Drew: “I have 
told you often that I could get out 
of that jail 
whenever 
I 
wanted 
to, and I thought I would show you that I 
told the truth. I can do it again any time 
if 1 have a minute to go on. I don't know 
whether you will believe me or not, but 
there was not a soul about the place who 
knew what I intended to do, and I don’t 
think any of the prisoners saw me. It 
only took a minute.” The Sheriff assured 
him that lie didn't blame him for trying to 
get away, but would try to keep hitu from 
taking such violent exercise again for some 
time. The prisoner's unsuccessful break 
for liberty will doubtless injure his cause 
when his case comes up in Court. It is 
now in order lor the Supervisors to make 
such improvements to the walls of the 
jail yard as will prevent their being scaled 
so readily hereafter.

A heavy snow-storm prevailed in Scot­ 
land anti Wales yesterday. 
The Ilight Rev. J. W. Beckwith, Bishop 
of Georgia, died yesterday. 
The m onum ent to John C. Calhoun was 
unveiled at Charleston yesterday. 
The m ountains about Lynchburg, Ya., 
were covered with snow yesterday. 
Several lives were lost in a burning 
building at Pittsburg, on Monday night. 
Dr. E. J. Grant, the noted bigamist, died 
at the Boston jail yesterday, after an illness 
of several days. " 
Distress is reported from the tobacco- 
growing districts of Virginia, owing to low 
prices for crops. 
There are rum ors in Modoc county of 
startling revelations regarding official cor­ 
ruption soon to be made. 
The gang of horse-tliieves now under ar­ 
rest at Tucson are wanted in Sonora to an­ 
swer for sundry murders. 
A northeast wind has tilled the straits in 
upper Lake Michigan with ice, and steam­ 
ers and sailing-vessels are unable to get 
through. 
The election in Sonora, Mex., passed ofl 
quietly, and resulted in the election of 
Lorenzo Torres for Governor and Ramon 
Corral Vice-Governor. 
More of the pro-Russian conspiracy has 
been discovered at Sofia. Several men who 
were formerly officers in the Bulgarian 
army have been arrested for active partici­ 
pation in the new movement. 
It was rumored yesterday at Duluth, 
M ich.,that the tug Millie I.amont, engaged 
in breaking ice on Vermilion Lake, with 
a pleasure party on board, met with a dis­ 
aster, and that thirty lives were lost. 
The Russian Government has prevented 
the admirers of General Boulanger from 
sending him a sword of honor, on the 
ground that such au act would create erro­ 
neous impressions in regard to Russia's 
foreign policy. 
Mrs. Mary E. King and her husband, 
William King, have begun suit at .Santa

Boston is to have a statue of Lief Er.c- 
so:i, to commemorate the early voyages of 
the Norsemen to this continent, which was 
modeled by Miss Annie W hitney, and lias 
been cast in bronze at a cost of about $12,­ 
000. It is of heroic size, and when placed 
upon its pedestal of red granite will he 
about eighteen feet high. 
From the ends 
of the pedestal will project the prow and 
stern ornam ents of a Ñorse galley in the 
eleventh century, arranged as a fountain.

T he T rad e of M arriage. 
The usual retort, when women complain 
of want of rem unerative employment, is 
that they should uot work, but find men to 
support them . As there are 500,000 more 
women than men in England, it is ob­ 
viously impossible that 
ever}' 
woman 
should have a husband. This state of 
things is as bad in Germany also. The 
preponderance of the women over the men 
is greatest in the professional and upper 
middle classes. Among the richer aristoc­ 
racy of England, and the absolutely work­ 
ing people, the sexes are still equal in num ­ 
ber. and women can still marry. 
But the 
sons ot clergymen, officers, civil servants, 
lawyers, doctors, and some of the country 
gentry tind the struggle for existence too 
great in this kingdom ; they emigrate, or 
leave the coutitrv by joining the military 
or naval service. Their sisters all remain 
at home, unable to find husbands, and un­ 
educated tor work, even domestic work. 
These “ superfluous w om en” most un­ 
doubtedly, as a body, perform the first 
duty of their sex—that of being charming; 
they are often handsome, are generally well 
mannered, and well dressed. 
They are 
“ charm ers,” but there is no one to charm. 
They know very well that their chances of 
marriage are almost n il; therefore, should 
a solitary suitor with even a modest com­ 
petency appear, they feel driven to accept 
the first man who asks them, whether they 
care for him or not, and most generally 
they do not. Their parents wish to get rid 
of them, so they m arry without love. An 
evil arises out ot this, more ghastly than 
can be described. The marriage of con- 
venance is a recognized social institution 
abroad. In England, in this nineteenth 
century, the women of the upper middle 
classes adopt it without acknowledging it. 
However we may affect to deny it, there is 
a vast am ount of married unhappiness in 
all classes. The fault is sometimes as­ 
cribed to the present degeneracy of women 
and sometimes to the deterioration of the 
men. The fault really lies in our social 
system, which gives a woman neither work 
nor money and obliges her to sell herself 
before she has lost her only salable com­ 
modities—youth and beauty" As there ex­ 
ists four “ superfluous women ” to one 
man, the female has no choice, while the 
lordiy male has the greater num ber from 
whom to pick and choose. Therefore, in this 
country, many women have not only no 
chance of marrying at ail, but no freedom 
of selection whatever.— The National lle- 
view.
